Mankind doesn't like 


reminded that out of 
thoughtlessness he has 
some wildlife down to extinction. 


The classic case is that of the 


passenger pigeon, a wild pigeon 
which once filled the sky over the 
North American continent. When 
the white man came to America 
he shot the passenger pigeon out 
of existence. 


We are reminded of this every 


time some species is cut down to 
a dangerously low population. 
The current subject is the 
whooping crane. America's 
largest bird, it once numbered 
millions, but at one time was 
down to a count of exactly 14. 


But conservationists sounded 


the alarm and this year the count 
has been brought up to 60. Here's 
the fascinating story as told in a 
press release from Conservation 
News, organ of the National 
Wildlife Federation:

The Whooper is coming back! 
According to recent govern- 


ment wildlife reports, North 
America's largest bird, the 
whooping crane, is winning its 
battle for survival. On the verge 
of extinction in the 1940's, the 
whooper population in the wild 
now numbers about 60. The 
census of the birds reached its 
low point in recent years, when 
only 14 were counted in their 
special winter refuge area on the 
Texas Gulf Coast. An exact count 
of the present population will be 
taken when Ihe birds arrive for 
the winter at Aransas National 
Wildlife Refuge. 


While it was never exactly 


known how many of the birds 
existed, biologists do know that 
at one time they ranged over 
much of Ihe continent, from the 
Arctic to central Mexico, and 
from the Rockies to the Atlantic*. 
As man gradually encroached on 
the habitat lands, their numbers 
shrank to Ihe poinl of virtual 
extinction. 


In order to save the cranes, an 


effort was launched to find their 
summer nesting grounds, their 
migration routes, and their 
winter habitats. Finally, the 
birds were spotted in a remote 
wilderness area in northern 
Alberta and the adjacent North- 
west Territories, in a land of 
muskeg and stunted spruce so 
isolated that few white men or 
Indians had ever ventured there. 
This summer area where the 
cranes lay their priceless eggs, is 
now 
protected 
within 
the 


boundaries of Canada's Wood 
Buffalo National Park. 


The 
winter 
habitat, 
the 


Aransas Refuge, was established 
in 1937 to protecl whoopers and 
olher threalened wildlife. The 
first accurate count of whoopers 
made there, in 1940, showed 22 
adults and 6 young on the refuge 
$Tlon nearby Matagorda Island. 
The 1970 winter count showed 51 
adults and 6 young, and a slightly 
increased population is expected 
this year. 


Standing five feel tall or more, 


with a crimson crown, the 
whooping crane, known for its 
ringing, buglelike call, is pure 
white except for black-tipped 
wings thai spread some seven 
feet.

House Expected to Halt 
Aid to Pakistan, India

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


House is expected to act today 
or Wednesday on a move to cut 
off $349 million in aid to India 
and Pakistan until the two na- 
tions stop fighting. 


The suspension was approved 


Monday by the House Appro- 
priations Committee following a 
State Department move to halt 
$87.6 million in aid bound for 
India. 


The White House blamed In- 


dia for the outbreak of war, 
saying it was "very unfortunate 
and quite contrary to recent fa- 
vorable international trends" 
for India's armed forces to 
move into East Pakistan. 


However, two senators just 


back from India criticized the 
Nixon administration for what 
they called unwarranted but ob- 
vious bias in favor of Pakistan, 
which they agreed was out- 
gunned by India. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 


called for an even-handed neu- 
trality in dealing with the war- 
ring nations, and Sen. William 
B. Saxbe, R-Ohio, said both 
sides had lied to him about 
their intentions as they planned 
aggressive moves against each 
other. 


The House committee acted 


on the India-Pakistan issue as 
it cleared for a House vote a 
$2.48-billion foreign aid bill that 
also would eliminate the $100- 
million U.S. contribution to the 
United Nations' major foreign- 
aid program. 


The committee approved by 


voice vote a proposal lo ban 


any new U.S. aid during the In- 
dia-Pakistan fighting except for 
refugee and humanitarian re- 
lief. The ban could be lifted if 
President Nixon declared the 
aid in America's own best in- 
terest, but Sen. Clarence D. 


Long, D-Md*, snid he did not 
believe Nixon would make such 
a move. 


The bill included $230.1 mil- 


lion for India, $118.6 million for 
Pakistan and $300,000 for U.S. 
training of Indian troops. 


Vote Scheduled on 
Child Care Issue 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House scheduled a vote today 
on a $6-billion bill to continue 
federal antipoverty programs 
for two more years and launch 
a major new child-development 
program. 


In the face of a White House- 


led drive to kill the bill and 
threats of a presidential veto if 
it passes, Speaker Carl Albert 
has tried to rally support for it 
by calling today's vote "the 
paramount moral vote of the 
session." 


Some of Ihe steam may have 


been taken out of the Republi- 
can opposition by the 63-17 vote 
for the bill in the Senate last 
week. Twenty-seven Republi- 
cans supported it, including the 
top GOP leaders. 


The chief target of House op- 


ponents is the proposed child- 
development program, 
which 


would provide a full range of 
educational, 
nutritional 
and 


medical services for pre-school 
children of working mothers. 


The services would be free 


for children from families with 
incomes under 
$4,300. Fees 


based on a sliding scale accord- 
ing to income would be charged 


Russians Land a 
Capsule on Mars

MOSCOW (AP) — A capsule 


from the Soviet Union's Mars 3 
space probe made a soft land- 
ing on Mars and transmitted 
data back via the mother ship 
to earth, the Soviet news agen- 
cy Tass announced today. 


The announcement was the 


first word that Mars 3 had 
reached its target. Another So- 
viet space traveler, Mars 2, 
reached Mars on Nov. 27, fired 
down a capsule containing the 
Soviet flag, and then went into 
orbit to photograph the planet. 


The Tass anouncement did 


not give the date of Mars 3's 
arrival or when it fired down 
its capsule, but it said signals 
from it were transmitted back 


to earth from Dec. 2 to Dec. 
5th. 


The Tass announcement said: 
"The descent craft of the So- 


viet station Mars 3 softlanded 
on the surface of the planet 
Mars. 


"The descent craft has para- 


chuted down and landed softly 
in the southern hemisphere of 
Mars in an area 45 degrees lati- 
tude South and 153 degrees lon- 
gitude West. 


"Signals from the craft which 


landed 
were 
received 
and 


recorded on board the artificial 
satellite Mars 3 and later, at 
communication sessions, 
from 


Dec. 2nd to 5th, transmitted to 
the earth."

Communists

southwest of the city. Mean- 
while, two Cambodian battal- 
ions pushing westward from the 
capital to relieve the belea- 
gured garrison at Phnom Ba- 
sel, 14 miles to Ihe northwest, 
ran into heavy opposition from 
the North Vietnamese 1st Divi- 
sion. 


U.S. helicopter gunships and 


jet fighter-bombers apparently 
failed to dislodge the North 
Vietnamese from their heavily 
fortified 
bunkers. The 
rein- 


forcements linked up briefly 
with the garrison at Phnom Ba- 
sel but were driven back by a 
North 
Vietnamese 
counter- 


attack. 


Two miles beyond Phnom Ba- 


sel, the district town of Bat 
Doeung was overrun Monday 
and officers in the field said 
tiint only about SO of the 200- 
man garrison had reached safe- 
ty. 


In Saigon, the South Vietnam-

Burundi, Italy, Japan, Nica- 
ragua, Sierra Leone and So- 
malia. 


The proposal was formally in- 


troduced 
by Argentine Am- 


bassador Carlos Ortiz de Rozas 
who said Spain, Ghana, In- 
donesia and Tunisia had be- 
come cosponsors. 


Besides an appeal 
for a 


cease-fire, the resolution also 
urged withdrawal of all troops 


to their own side of the Indian- 
Pakistan borders. 


The Assembly scheduled ad- 


ditional meetings for the after- 
noon and evening. And, in an 
effort to speed action, Assem- 
bly President Adam Malik im- 
posed a 10-miniite limit on all 
speeches except those of India 
and Pakistan. 


Somalia made the proposal to

LONDON (AP) - The dollar 


dropped sharply on major for- 
eign exchange markets today, 
hitting record lows in West 
Germany and Japan for the 
second straight day. 


Activity on the money mar- 


kets reflected speculation over 
the new fixed exchange rates 
that will emerge in any pack- 
age settling the international 
monetary crisis, perhaps before 
the end of the year. 


The Japanese yen and the 


West German mark, now the 
two most 
undervalued cur- 


rencies in the non-Communist 
world, are generally expected 
to be revalued upward in any 


realignment and the dollar 
ievalued. 


For this reason the dollar has 


been weakest in Frankfurt and 
Tokyo. 


In 
Frankfurt, 
the 
dollar 


dropped to 3.2360 marks, an all- 
time low. The figure represent- 
ed a 13.1 per cent upward reva- 
luation of the mark since it was 
first allowed to float last May. 


In Tokyo the dollar hit a 


record low of 324.35 yen. The 
equivalent of a 10.94 per cent 
upward revaluation since the 
yen began floating Aug. 21.

Ellender, D-La., said it may be 
possible to break House-Senate 
conferees' impasse over the 
six-month Indochina war dead- 
line in the Senate foreign-aid 
authorization bill by then. 


Chairman Otto E. Passman, 


D-La., of the House foreign op- 
erations appropriations sub- 
committee, who agreed to the 
delay, said he had no details on 
the nature of 
the 
possible 


break. 


"I agreed that, if there was 


any hope of resolving this mat- 
ter, we would put off the vote," 
Passman said. 


House leaders decided Friday 


to put out the foreign-aid mon- 
ey bill with or without the au- 
thorization measure. This came 
after conferees deadlocked over 
Senate 
Democratic 
leader 


Mike Mansfield's amendment 
calling for withdrawal of all 
U.S. forces from Indochina in 
six months if American prison- 
ers are released. 


The $2.84 billion money bill 


was run through all prelimi- 
nary steps for House action in 
a single day Monday, including 
waiver of a congressional rule 
that a program must be author- 
ized before funds can be appro- 
priated for it. 


In the process, the House Ap- 


propriations Committee tacked 
on a ban against any new U.S. 
aid to India and Pakistan until 
they stop fighting and cut $100 
million off the U.S. contribution 
to the United Nations.

ROLLED SPICE COOKIES 


2 1/2 cups unsifted flour 
1/2 teaspoon baking soda 
3/4 teaspoon cinnamon 
3/4 teaspoon cloves 
1/2 teaspoon ginger 
1/4 teaspoon white pepper 
1/2 cup sugar 
1/2 cup dark corn syrup 
1/2cup (l/4-pound stick) butter 


or margarine

u, , 
On wax paper thoroughly stir 


together the flour, soda, cinna- 
mon, cloves, ginger and pepper. 


In a 1-quart saucepan stir 


together the sugar, corn syrup 
and butter; over medium heat 
bring to a boil, stirring occa- 
sionally. Cool to room tem- 
perature. Beat in egg. Stir in 
flour mixture, mixing well. 
Chill dough, covered, overnight. 


Divide dough into 4 portions. 


Work with one portion at a time 
and keep remaining portions in 
the refrigerator. 


On a floured pastry cloth, 


with a floured stockinet-cov- 
ered rolling pin, roll out one 
portion of the dough as thin as 
possible — less than 1/16 inch 
thick. With floured cookie cut- 
ters, cut into various shapes. 
Place 1-inch apart on greased 
cookie sheets. 


Bake in a preheated 350-de- 


gree oven until lightly browned 
— 5 to 6 minutes. 


Yield will depend on size of 


cutters, but if a 3-inch cutter is 
used there will be about 10 doz- 
en cookies.

cultivated in Japan, commands a 
very high price, and accounts for 
almost half the money value of 
all Inland fish production of that 
nation. It is a delectable food and

people to have medicinal value. 


It lives on plankton, the first 


link in the food chain of life in the 
water. It competes little with 
other aquatic life, with the 
possible exception of native 
clams and mussels, but by 
utilizing a surplus food supply 
and in turn becoming a valuable 
food for fish, it greatly improves 
fish production wherever it 
becomes established. 


We increased the catfish 


production this year in a pond 
which contained these clams, 
and in another which contained 
fingernail clams, a native 
related to the Japanese clam. 


Clam production in both ponds 


was apparently increased by 
White Amur, a plant eating fish, 
that were stocked with the 
catfish. This fish converted all of 
the coarsf vi vagatation rtnto 
organic manure, which in turn 
produced enormous amounts of 
plankton, which fed the clams. 


This clam provides food for 


many aquatic mammals, fowls, 
and humans. There are reports 
that it has increased the duck 
population in the TVA lakes and 
it is cultured in many Asiatic 
countries to feed ducks. 


The first stages of the life of 


this clam are a form of plankton 
suspended in the water, avidly 
eaten by all species of young fish. 
As many as 400 young clams in 
the planktonic stage have been 
counted in a cubic inch of water. 
Goldfish apparently consume the 
young clam in all its stages, 
since we only recovered adults 
which were stocked in a goldfish 
pond. 


Both the native fingernail 


clams and the imported Cor- 
bicula could supply a fantastic 
amount of natural food in ponds 
where fish are cultured, farm 
ponds, and farm reservoirs, as 
well as in public waters.

Businessmen says it is placing 
veterans in jobs at the rate of 
2,720 a month. If it is to meet 
its one-year goal of 100,000, it 
must more than triple that per- 
formance. 


The NAB set the goal last 


June 23 when President Nixon 
called on the volunteer execu- 
tives for help in combating high 
unemployment among Vietnam 
veterans. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported Friday that 
unemployment 
among 
these 


veterans climbed to 8.2 per 
cent for November after a de- 
cline to 7 per cent in October. 


With 300,000 recent veterans 


out of work, the group has a 
higher unemployment rate than 
the 6 per cent reported for the 
nation as a whole in November. 


The NAB reports that em- 


ployers had pledged 36,000 jobs 
for veterans as of Nov. 24, but 
that only 13,600 had been hired. 


Even if all the 36,000 pledges 


were translated into paychecks, 
the NAB still would fall some 
13,000 jobs short of its goal by 
next June. 


The NAB, whch operates on a 


$5.7-million Labor Department 
grant and contributions from 
participating companies, has no 
figures on how long veterans 
hold the jobs NAB locates for 
them. 


Whether the project is consid- 


ered a success "depends on 
who you talk to," said Ronald mate Qub and Fowler manager

lowering cholesterol in the 
blood The intent here is to 
lump all unsaturated fats to- 
gether The American Heart 
A sn . and indeed the Inter- 


•lety C o m m i s s i o n for 


Heart Disease (reporting De- 
cember, 1970), has pointed 
out that, of the unsaturated 
fats 
i monounsaturated 
and 


polyunsaturatedi, the poly- 
unsaturated fats are the ones 
thought to be beneficial in 
lowering cholesterol—not 
monounsaturated fat. The 
Scandinavian 
g o v e r n m e n t 


issued a national policy on 
diet similar to the position 
of the American Heart Assn. 
several years ago 


The U.S Department of 


Agriculture analysis of eggs 
proves that eggs have only 
5.5 per cent of their calo- 
ries in polyunsaturated fat. 
all the rest of the 63 9 per 
cent of the calories from Jat 
is saturated and monouiisat 
urated fat Neither of these 
fats Is beneficial in lowering 
cholesterol 


Whole eggs are high in 


fat and low in polyunsatu- 
rated fat. They are the onh 


common food that is excep- 
tionally high in cholesterol. 
Careful studies have demon- 
strated that fairly high in- 
takes of cholesterol will in- 
crease, at least to some ex- 
tent, the level of cholesterol 
in the blood. 


There 
are 
several gim- 


micks used to confuse the 
consumer. A common one is 
to refer to unsaturated fat 
content versus saturated fats 
without 
any 
reference 
to 


polyunsaturated fats There 
are a number of foods with 
reasonable amounts of un 
saturated fat that are poor 
in polvunsaturated fat con 
tent. Still another ruse is to 
say u iuod is a low-fat food 
on the basis of the per cent 
of fat by weight, not calo- 
ries Thus, a piece of meat 
that is 10 per cent fat by 
weight is actually a high-fat 
food, because a lot of the 
weight of the meat is water 
and che fat contains a lot 


more c a l o r i e s per weight 
than protein. R e m e m b e r , 
you can measure foods in 
weight, volume or calories 
and. unless you know which 
means of measuring is being 
used, you can be badly mis 
led. The best way to be sure 
what a p e r s o n is talking 
about is to ask for the per- 
centage in calories 


Regarding eggs, the prob 


lem is strictly with the yolks 
The whites are an excellent 
s o u r c e ot protein 
Many 


recipes that call for a whole 
egjj work just as well with 
two egg whites
